I 
can say that I've never had a bad transaction from BoatAnchors or 
rec.radio.swap. 


>... I learned one important lesson from this. If i 

>ever have a large lot like this again to get rid of or if the others dont 
>sell they are going in the trash! I don't like the remarks made as if i 
>were trying to do someone in!... 


Richard, I thank you for making the tubes available and hope you realize 
that some of us do appreciate your efforts. I know how much time it took to 
individually wrap each tube, box ‘em up, conduct the individual transactions 
and then take the boxes to the Post Office. 


One suggestion, if you don't want to deal with the list at large again, is 
to offer any left over lots to those who bought similar batches of tubes. 

Assuming that others are as satisfied as I am, they'll likely view it as a 
lower risk proposition now. It'll keep you from having to throw anything 

away and should be considerably less of an ordeal for you. 


For what it's worth, I've never seen folks on BoatAnchors so concerned about 


bad transactions as they've been recently. The bad deal that happened a 
week or so ago followed by the 1L6 scam currently in progress on 
rec.radio.swap has gotten people a little bit testy. I hope you'll view the 
transactions in this light and cut BoatAnchors listmembers a little slack. 
I've found them a pretty decent bunch to deal with.
